Ramalina fasdata (Pers.) Ach. emend. On trees. 

Cetraria tenuifolia (Retz.) Howe. One station. 

Physcia stellaris (L.) Nyl. On locusts. 

Nephromopsis ciliaris (Ach.) Hue. On old fence rails. 
Parmeliopsis aleurites (Ach.) Nyl. On old fence rails. 

Lecanora varia (Ehrh.) Nyl. On trees.
